H is now pretty generally understood 


that sheep and cattle make gains t! e 
most cheaply near the birth period, and 
also the most rapidly. This is owing to 
the greater activity of the secretions 
when animila are young. But this ex- 
planation does not so well apply to the 
case of swine. After several years of 
experimenting at the Minnesota Experi- 
ment Station, it has been ascertained 
that pigs do not gain nearly so rapidly 
when they are young as when of more 
mature age. When they were on the 
sow it. was found difficult to make them 
gain a pound a day. After weaning for 
two or three months they seldom made 
more than one and ont-nalf pounds per 
day, but alter say five or six months for 
the next two or three months they 
gained well on to two pounds per day. 
Thus it baa been shown ia several in- 
stances, that between the ages of five 
and eight months pigs ,bave made the 
most rapid increase in (weight. The ex- 
periments referred tp were not made 
with a view to tes{ this question, but 
these results came<'6ut incidentally in a 
large number obtests. As a result of 
the casual manoer in which these con- 
clusions were reached, the relative cost 
of the grains cAnnot be given, but it is 
probable ttioie made near the birth 
period were the least costly, owing to 
the small amount relatively of the food 
consumed)' This is a great question. It 
ought toAie further investigated. The 
experinarent referred to calls up the 
thought that it may be possible to mai- 
ket po/k too young to bring the grower 
the greatest profit, even when swine are 
sold/as young as six or seven mouths, 
the/popular age at which to sell. The.se 
results in swine growing, so different 
from those obtained in growing cattle 
and sheep, are well worthy of the closest 
study.—Northwestern Farmer. 


BLACK KNOT OF THE 


PLUM AND CHERRY. 


The treatment generally recommended 


is to cut off the knots and burn them, 
which is a good thing to do, if it is done 
before the winter spores have been dis- 
tributed. If not, then some additional 
treatment will be necessary. It is re- 
commended, therefore, that all "knots" 
be cut off and burned and, in additio 
to this, spray the trees with a strong so 
lution of Bordeaux mixture during tl 
first warm days of spring. About th 
time that buds start, spray again wit 
the ordinary strength Bordeaux mixtun 
This ought to destroy all of the white 
spores. Then ia case the branches ma 
have been already infected the previou 
year, they should be sprayed again dur 
ing the latter part of May and the first o 
June. The young knots may be destroye 
by painting them with chloro-naphtho 
leuin or with pure kerosene oil. When 
ever these remedies are thoroughly ap 
plied, there will be no trouble in control 
ling the disease providing all old, worth 
less trees have been cut out and burner 
and providing also that the people of th 
entire neighborhood co-operate in thi 
plan of action. WUerever the Damson 
plum is grown this disease is almost 
sure to be present; and as it is one o 
the "injurious plant diseases" referred 
to in the Indiana inspection law, the 
necessity for prompt action on the par 
of all owners of infested trees, will he 
evident to all.—J. Troop, Indiana U 
Station.
